Tonight  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (7-6-2),  16  ptsv  tied-6th  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  Trail  Smoke  Eaters  (7-6-2-1, 17  pts., 
tied-2nd  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  second  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  The  Wild  defeated  the  Smoke  Eaters  5-2  in  Trail  in  September.  In  the  regular  season,  Wenatchee  is  8-4-0 
all  time  against  the  Smoke  Eaters  and  4-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  The  teams  met  in  the  postseason  last  year  in  the 
Interior  Conference  Finals,  won  by  Wenatchee  in  5  games.

Christophe  Fillion  leads  the  team  in  goals  with  9,  while  he  and  Matt  Gosiewski,  have  13  points 
apiece.  Brandon  Koch  has  12  points  from  the  blue  line.  For  the  Smoke  Eaters,  Braeden  Tuck  (7g,  8a)  and  Levi  Glasman  (3, 
12a)  lead  the  way  with  defenseman  Trevor  Zins  (4g,  10a)  anchoring  the  blue  line.
